20. Crushing, O king, innumerable mag 
and steeds in that battle, those cars of the 
velocity of wiud appeared beautiful like 
zrial castles. 

2t, Many car-warriors deprived of their 
cars, clad in armour and fossessed of 
strength all decked with eac-rings and tur- 
bans and with bracelets and garlands, 

22. All resembling sons of the gods and
